T he Hew Postal R ates. 


Tho postmaster general has issued a circu­ 
lar order to postmasters explanatory of the 
changes made by congress at the last session 
in the rates of postage. 
The postmasters are 
informed that ou aud after July I tho rate on 
all domestic first-class matter, including drop 
letters at letter-carrier offices, 
will be two 
cents per ounce or fraction thereof, instead 
of two cents per half ounce. 
This change 
will apply to mail addressed to Canada, tu t not 
to other foreign mails. 
To provide for wants 
that may arise from the change in the rate on 
second-class matter or newspapers mailed by 
publishers, from two cents to one cent per 
pound, the department had decided to issue a 
newspaper and periodical stamp of the denomi­ 
nation of one cent, the design aud color of which 
will be same as those of the present series. 
They will be ready for issue on J une I.

apple- stewed and sweetened are pleas­ 
ant to tile taste, cooling, nourishing 
and laxative, far superior,in many cases, 
to the a1 luminal Jo doles of salts and oil 
usually given in fever and other discas­ 
es. Raw applies and dried apqfles stewed 
are 
better for constipation than liver 
palls. 
Oranges arc very acceptable to 
most stomachs. Having all the advan­ 
tages of the acid alluded to; but the 
orange juice a1 »ueshould lie taken, re­ 
jecting the jmij).

said of lemons, piomegranates and all 
that class.

The 
small-seeded fruits, such as blackber­ 
ries. 
figs, rasjflierries, currant* and 
strawl jerries, may lie classed among the 
best foods and medicines. 
The sugar 
in them is nutritious, the acid is cooling 
and purifying, and the seeds are laxa­ 
tive. 
We w ould be much the gainers if 
we would look more to our orchards and 
gardens for our medicines, and less to 
our drug stores. 
To cure fever or act 
on the kidneys, no febrifuge or diuretic 
is superior to w atermelon, which may 
with very few exceptions be taken in 
sickness and health iii almost unlimited 
quantities, not only without injury, but 
with piositive benefit. 
But in using 
them, the water, or juice, should be 
taken, excluding the pmlp; and the 
melon should be fresh and ripe, but not 
over-ripe and stale.—Hall’s Journal of 
Health.

Gen. Grant has for a number 
of years smoked daily more arid strong­ 
er cigars than any man of the most 
robust health could endure. 
When he 
was in the White House he smoked 
from fifteen to twenty cigars a day. They 
were not small cigars.either. They were 
of the old Bema Victoria size, and w ere 
the blackest of rnaduros in color. 
Very 
few exjierienccd smokers had strong 
enough heads to smoke Grant's cigars. 
More than one 
caller at the white 
house has been made sick by attempting 
to smoke with President Graut. Judge 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, who had a sim­ 
ilar cancerous trouble in his mouth, two 
years ago, has been cured, although he 
was given up by hi* Philadelphia phy­ 
sicians when he went to Europie for the 
last operation. The cancer in the judge’* 
mouth was cauked bv the excessive 
use of tobacco.

He chewed tobacoo im­ 
moderately, and while he w as seemingly 
in the prune of health a cancer appeared 
at the root* of his tongue.

through the martyrdom of a number of 
aurgical operations, but the result was 
nothing but a prolongation cf a life of 
pain and endless struggling- Theelosing 
days of Ben Hill s life were very piathet- 
ic. 
He slowly starved to death.

Value of Bones. 
The bone industry of the country is 
an important one. 
The four feet of an 
ordinary ox will make a pint of neats- 
foot oil. 
Not a bone of any snimal is 
thrown away. 
Many cattle shin bones 
are shipped to Europe for the making 
of knife handles, where they bring $40 
per ton. 
The thigh bones are the most 
valuable, being worth $80 per ton for 
cutting into tooth brush handles. 
The 
fore-leg bones are worth $30 per ton, 
and are made into collar buttons,pmrasol 
handles and jewelry, 
though sheep’s 
legs are the stapfle for parasol handles. 
The water in which the bones are boiled 
is reduced to glue, the dust which comes 
from sawing the bones is fed to cattle 
and poultry, and all bones that cannot 
be used as noted, or for bone black,used 
in refining the sugar we eat, are made 
into fertilizers and help enrioh the 
soil.

Hon. Boyd Winchester of Kentucky has de­ 
clined the vice-consulship after a calculation 
of the purchasing power of the $1,500 salary. 
Mr. Blaine will give

gusta, where he will spend most of the sum ­ 
mer. 


The controller of tlio currency authorized 
the First National Bank of Emm ettsburg, 
Iowa, to begin business, with a capital of $50,- 
000. 


The president ha£ appointed James Q. Chen- 
•owith of Texas to bo the first auditor of the 
treasury, vice It. M. Reynolds, of Alabama, 
resigned by request 


The first controller of the treasury lias rec­ 
ommended to tin-secretary that the divisions 
in his office bo reduced from nine to five and 
the force be reduced correspondingly.

In the trial of Dickson, the star route juror, 
at Washington, ex-Attorney-General Brewster 
gave some angry testimony, the ease was giv­ 
en to the jury and a verdict given for the de 
fondant. 


Judge Andrew Wylie, associate justice of the 
suprem e court of the District of Columbia has 
tendered his resignation to the president, to 
take effect on appointment and qualification of 
his successor. 


The president appointed Henry P. Kemo- 
clian of Louisiana to be naval officer at the Port 
of New Oi leans, and Cornelius Sehenck of Or­ 
egon to he appraiser of merchandise in the dis­ 
trict of Wiliiamette, Or. 


The second controller of the treasury has 
made a ruling that officers of the army who 
held a brevet rank at the time of service in the 
Mexican war are entitled to three m onths’ ex­ 
tra pay allowed by congress for such service. 


It is rumored at W ashington that the presi­ 
dent will soon appoint Ex-Congressman Rogers 
of Buffalo public printer in place of Sterling 
P. Rounds, tbs present official. 
Rogers is a 
practical printer, and was a baigadier general 
during tho war. 


The president has signified his intention of 
selecting the successor of John Russell Young, 
United States minister to China, from < ’alifomia. 
Both fact.ovis of the Democratic party in that 
state have endorsed Frank McCoppor, ex-mayor 
of San Francisco, for the position. 


After many appeals, the president has re­ 
fused to mitigate the sentence of Second L ieut 
C. A. Churchill, of the Fifth infantry, w ho w as 
tried at Fort Leavenworth for neglect of duty 
In failing to report for drill, and for neglect­ 
ing to prepare lor examination for promotion. 


President Cleveland has refused to excercise 
tho power of executive clemency in regard to 
the sentence of G. D. Swaim, judge advocate 
•general of the army. 
After the sentence of 
the court martial which recently tried him was 
approved l>y Arthur, after the new chief exe­ 
cutive had assumed the duties of his office, 
Swaim appealed to the latter for a pardon on 
tue ground tiiat he had not been allowed a 
fair trial. 
The fourth class or non-presidential post- 
offices are now receiving consid- ration at the 
hands of the postmaster general. 
132 appoint­

RIEL’S REBELLION. 
T H E W IN N E B A G O L A N D S. 


The Long Expected Encounter Be­ 
tween the Troops and B iel’s 
Forces Takes Plaice. 


Tor H ours th s F ig h t R ages, the R ebels 
Being Intrenched m R avines and 
B a sh es. 


Fifteen Miles South of Batoche, N. W. T.,

right 
column on the oast bank of the river found 
the rebels this morning at 9:15, and the 
action is still going on as I write. 
The rebels 
advanced from the ravine and fired on Boul­ 
ton’s scouts. 
The fire was at once returned 
and the rebels, mounting their horses, re­ 
turned to the ravine, in which they lie con­ 
cealed, only rising to fire at the troops, who 
immediately advanced in skirmishing order. 
The enemy was attacked from both flanks, 
hut so well chosen was their battle ground 
that apparently they were out of any possi 
hie danger of the volunteers’ rifles. ’ A bat­ 
tery could not at first reach them, but get­ 
ting a favorable location shelled their posi­ 
tion, 
previously 
having 
demolished 
two 
houses in the distance at which reinforce­ 
ments for the rebels were waiting; but by 
yds time the rebels had retired to a small 
post in the woods from which they were 
dislodged. 
Thoy moved toward

ment, our left having in the meantime made 
the enemy retire. 
Then 
came fighting at 
close quarters, 
the combatants taring only 
thirty 
or forty 
yards 
ap art 
The fight 
throughout was” a Lush one, the half-breed* 
and Indians

or hidden behind trees, keeping up a hot fire 
with deadly effect. 
Commencing at 9:15 a 
| m., the hum of the bullets could l»e heard, 
j and the hall of the shot gun whistled through 
; the air. 
The first under fire were members 
of Boulton's cavalry: hut No. Six Company 
| of the Ninetieth soon advanced to their ai t, 
| and C Company, School of Infantry, took the 
I right flank. 
A hot combat ensued, m arlv alt 
S firing while in a prostrate position. 
While 
i the gallant volunteers were falling, pierced 
; by roliel halls, the war whoop of the Indians 
I would he heard as they rallied to the fight 
A 
| desperate fire was kept up for over an hour, 
when only occasional bullets came from Riel’s 
ranks. 
After a short cessation the enemy re- 
l commenced firing. At 1 o'clock the prairie was 
| on fire. 
This was soon extinguished, however. 
: The Indian style of fighting was indulged in, 
and the large number of casualties showe 1 
that the Indians were no foe to he despised. 
The engagement lasted from 9 tiil 2.

rebels were driven off, leaving a few in the 
corner of the ravine, which is now m i rounded 
by Middleton's force.

good shots aud would kill a good many men 
if an attempt were made to close in o 
them. 
When firing commenced Lord Melguud etarted 
to cross from the west side of :ho river w ith a 
part of the Toronto grenadiers and Winni­ 
peg battery, hut they were too late for tho 
engagement.

of the supreme lodge, and from thin de­ 
rision tho cane was appealed to the supreme 
court. 
J. I> Nichols, of Vinton, past grand 
master, presented the case of the state lodge to 
the supreme court, and argued that they were 
a life insurance company, incorporated and 
acting in accordance witii the law* of Iowa, 
and he claimed that the supreme lo lge faction 
wore in effect but agents of a foreign mm ranco 
company.

will apply to mail addressed to Canada, tu t not 
to other foreign mails.

second-class matter or newspapers mailed by 
publishers, from two cents to one cent per 
pound, the department had decided to issue a 
new spaper and periodical stamp of the denomi­ 
nation of one cent, the design aud color of which 
will be same as those of the present series.

In m y childhood I discovered a well- 
hole in a perfectly flat granite led ge 
at 
C undy’s harbor,

and about five feet in depth and per­ 
fectly round, sm ooth at the sides and 
concave at the bottom.

me at that tim e that H arpsw ell Great 
island was a favorite winter residence 
of Indian tribes, attracted to tho place 
by the thousands of acres of round 
quahaug claim s in adjacent flats ly in g 
w est of tho island and south of Burns- 
wick. There were tine fishing grounds 
w ell in shore, near Cundy’s Harbor, 
which would be an additional induce­ 
ment an Indian village there.

stager, w ell acquainted with Indian 
custom s, 
stated that 
this w ell 
hole 
was m ade by the Indians, by turning 
a large stone and grinding the cavity 
slow ly in the action of saarp gravel 
under the revolving stone. 
It 
was 
used to boil lobsters, fish, and corn by 
tilling half full of fresh 
water and 
dropping in heated stones until the 
w ater 
was about the boiling point. 
Ih e food was put into the hole and 
heated 
stones frequently added to 
keep the w ater in a boiling state. The 
hole 
was also used as a m ortar in 
which to pound corn under the w eight 
to her heart, and she seem ed to join j of a heavy round stone dropped upon 
her father's spirit in the prayer he had 
the corn in the cavity at the bottom of 
breathed that other day, that God 
would take her future into His own 
keeping and guide her days according 
to liis will.

rule which 
applies

licensing gam bling houses m ight ap­ 
ply to licensing stealing or murder.

during the war I was sent under his 
command with several pieoes of light 
artillery, among them two or three 
howitzers, in a brigade that went out on 
a raid some place near Shelbyville, in 
Tennessee.

soldiers 
knapsacks, 
etc., 
and

baggage, and w hen the order was giv­ 
en to do this, one regiment refused to 
obey, and said they would not touch 
their knapsacks. 
Col. Lytle marched 
the men over to where the knapsacks 
were and again ordered the men to take 
them up. 
Again they refused. 
I was 
stationed on a little eminence a short 
distance aw ay, and presently here came 
Col. Lytle galloping over to me with 
his sabre out and his eyes flashing. 
“ ‘Capt. Edgnrton,’ said he, ‘will yon 
let me have those howitzers?’ 
“ ‘Certainly,’ I answered, and gave 
the order for the guns to move. 
Com­ 
ing over right in front of the mutineers, 
Col. Lvtle gave the order, ‘Attention! 
Load with cannister,’ ‘Take aim—and 
then in an undertone, bidding the gun­ 
ners await in readiness the word fire, 
spoke tothe mutineers saying, ‘You----- 
----------------- take up your knapsacks 
or bv God I’ll wipe you off the face of

earth.* 
Not a man in the regi­

F r u its as Food an d M edicine. 


Of all the fruits with which we are 
blessed, the peach is the most delicious 
and digestible. 
There is nothing more 
palatable, 
wholesome and medicinal 
than good ripe peaches. 
They should 
be ripe, but not over-ripe and half-rot­ 
ten ; and of this kind they may make a 
part of either meal, or be eaten between 
meals; bat it is better t j make them a 
part of the regular meals. 
It is a mis­ 
taken idea that no fruit should be eat­ 
en at breakfast. 
It would lie far bet­

etc. 
Still, 
most of us have been taught 
that 
eating fruit before breakfast is highly 
dangerous. 
How the idea originated I 
do not know, but it is certainly a great 
error, contrary to both reason and facts. 
The apple is one of the l>est of fruits. 
Baked or stewed applet wrill generally 
agree with the most delicate stomach, 
and are an excellent medicine in many 
cases of sickness. 
Green or half-ripe 
apples stewed and sweetened are pleas­ 
ant to the taste, cooling, nourishing 
and laxative, far superior,in many cases, 
to the abominable do*es of salts and oil 
usually giv-n in fever aDd other diseas­ 
es. Raw apples and dried apples stewed 
are 
better for constipation than liver 
pills. 
Oranges are very acceptable to 
most stomachs, Having all the advan­ 
tages of the acid alluded to; but the 
orange juice a! »ne should l>e taken, re­ 
jecting the pulp. 
The same may be 
said of lemons, pomegranates and all 
that class. 
Lemonade 
is 
the 
l>est 
drink 
in 
fevers, 
and 
when 
thick­ 
ened with 
sugar 
is 
l>etter 
than 
syrup of squills and other nauseants in 
many c.* >s of cough. 
Tomatoes act on 
the livei nd l>owe!s. and are much more 
pleasant aud safe than blue mass and 
“ liver regulators.” The juice should 
l>e used alone, rejecting the skins. The 
small-seeded fruits, such as blackber­ 
ries, 
figs, raspberries, currants and 
strawberries, may b« classed among the 
best foods and medicines. 
The sugar 
in them is nutritious, the acid is cooling 
and purifying, and the seeds are laxa­ 
tive. 
We would be much the gainers if 
we would look more to our orchards and 
gardens for our medicines, and less to 
our drug stores. 
To cure fever or act 
on the kidneys, no febrifuge or diuretic 
is superior to watermelon, which may 
with very few exceptions be taken in 
sickness and health in almost unlimited 
quantities, not only w ithout injury, but 
with positive benefit. 
But in using 
them, the water, or juice, should be 
taken, excluding the pulp; and the 
melon should be fresh and ripe, but not 
over-ripe aud stale.—H all’s Journal ©f

Gen. G rant has for a number 
of years smoked daily more and strong­ 
er cigars than any msn of the most 
robust health could endure. 
When he 
was in the White House he smoked 
from fifteen to twenty cigars a Jay. They 
were not small cigars,either. They were 
of the old lteina Victoria size, and were 
the blackest of maduroa in color. 
Very 
few exj>eri**nced smokers hail strong 
enough heads to smoke Grant's cigars. 
More than one 
caller at the white 
house has been made sick by attempting 
to smoke with President G rant, 
Judge 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, w ho had a sim­ 
ilar cancerous trouble in hi* mouth, twe 
years ago, ha* l*een cured, although he 
was given up by his Philadelphia phy­ 
sicians w hen he went to Europe for the 
last operation. The cancer in the judge’s 
mouth was caused by the excessive 
use of tobacco. 
He w as not a smoker, 
but ha chewed to la© to constantly. 
Up 
to the time the cancer appeared he was 
hardly 
ever 
without 
tobacco 
iD 
his 
mouth. 
He 
went 
to 
sleep 
with 
a 
twist of it in his cheek, 
and it 
was 
upon 
the 
sj>ot 
on 
the tongue touched by the tobacco that 
the cancer developed. 
This was the 
difference between his case and that of 
Gen. G rant : 
His was upon the tongue 
itself, 
where 
it 
could 
be 
got 
at 
by 
a 
surgeon. 
The 
cancer 
in 
Gen. G rant’s mouth is said to t>e at the 
roots of the tongue, and in a place where 
it cannot be successfully treated. 
This is identical with the case of Sen­ 
ator Ben Hill. 
He chewed tobacco im­ 
moderately, and while he was seemingly 
in the prime of health a cancer appeared 
at the roots of his tongue. 
He went 
through the martyrdom of a nnml>er of 
surgical operations, but the result was 
nothing but a prolongation of a life of 
pain and endless struggling. The closing 
days of Ben Hill's life were very pathet­ 
ic. 
He slowly starved to death. 
From 
the indications in the reports from New 
\rork it api>ears provable that Gen. 
G rant is alxmt to undergo the terrible 
fate which 
overtook 
Senator Hill. 
During the very la>t days of Hill’s life 
he wa* able to eat only a small saucer of 
the thinnest oat-meal. 
To eat even 
this small quantity took him fully an 
hour. 
Every mouthful caused him the 
most violent pain. 
Hill showed great 
fortitude throughout the closing hours 
of his life. 
Although he never hail a 
single moment that wa* tree from pain, 
his courage wa* never shaken. 
He 
never made a complaint. 


V alue of B ones. 
The bone industry of the country is 
an important one. 
The four feet of an 
ordinary ox will make a pint of neats- 
foot oil. 
Not a bone of any snimal is 
thrown away. 
Many cattle shin bones 
are shipped to Europe for the making 
of knife handles, where they bring $40 
per ton. 
The thigh bones are the most 
valuable, being worth $80 per ton for 
cutting into tooth brush handles. 
The 
fore-leg bones are worth $30 per ton, 
and are made into collar buttons,parasol 
handles and jewelry, 
though sheep’s 
legs are the staple for parasol handles. 
The water in which the bones are boiled 
is reduced to glue, the dust which comes 
from sawing the bones is fed to cattle 
and poultry, and all bones that cannot 
be used as noted, or for bone black,used 
in refining the sugar we eat, are made 
into fertilizers and help enrioh the 
soil.

to the United 
States. 
The 
Teutonic 
element is, in fact 
nec­ 
essary 
there to counteract 
the con­ 
stantly 
increasing 
influence of the 
Irish party. Now Bismarck, who knows 
perfectly well what is going on abroad, 
believes that by dimishing the German 
emigration to America he would inflict 
great injury on the United States, and 
it is for this reason that he endeavors to 
open new’ channels to the unceasing 
itream of the German emigration. 
Be- 
lides the German-Americans exercise a 
certain 
political 
influence on their 
countrymen who stick to their native 
»oil. 
They imbue them with liberal, if 
aot with republican 
principles. 
All 
this will be averted by founding new 
colonies. 
If they assume large dimen­ 
sions, they will be turned into little 
monarchies; so not only the Germans 
it home, but also those abroad, will be 
in a jiosition to enjoy the blessings 
of a monarchical government, under 
some princclet, of whom Germany has

He then selected a dapple gray Arabian 
it< ed, and the Saltan formally pre­ 
vented it to him. 
The Sultan after­

ing to his present another Arabian as 
bla<-k as jet and as magnificent in form 
as the one Grant hail chosen.

horses arrived in New York in the lat­
